A. Curious Decision Concerning Their B»' 


spouslblllty to Oie PubMt. 


A common carrier of passengers, 


with their baggage, assumes as to the 
passengers two distinct spectoe at re- 
sponsibility: one as to thch^jjersonS 
and another as to thefr baggngie. 
BQ- 


foro the Introduction ot rjiilroads, tfbeai 
passengers by land traveled almpat ex- 
clusively by stage-coach, the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts faud down n 
genornlly accepted rule: "Trial c»r- 
ricvB of passengers for hire are bound 
to use the utmost caro and diligence 
in tho providing oi safe, sufficient aiid 
suitable ooachea harnesses, horses and 
coachmen, in order to proven* those 
Injuries which human e'are and lore- 
sight can guard against." Since rail- 
I'ofids havo eomo to bo the principal 
means of land travel in Europe and, 
America, and at a rate oi speed never 
drenincd of when stage-coaches were 
so universally In vogue the oourta both 
in England and the United States have 
given tho general rule a faroafler and 
more stringent application. 
Some 


years ago an accident happened tp n 
train through the bl-oaking of nn axle, 
find a number ot passengers Wore in- 
jured. Suit was brought against the 
railroad company for damages. 
TJio 


company showed that tho car had 
been built for them by skillful cor- 
buildors, and while in the process of 
building it was carefully examined by 
an agent of the company, befth with 
respect to materials and worlcmanship, 
anil again when it was cainptohed was 
carefully Inspected in every particu- 
lar. It had boo^i in xiao with sjifoty 
sixteen months before 6hc accident. 
Tho car-builder had obtained the axle 
from an approved and skffifttt manu- 
facturer and that tho defect tn it as 
.wna shown could not have been 
detected by tho most careful 'ex- 
amination nor by striking it with a 
hammer. The plaintiff showed that 
tlio fault In tho axle could havo been 
detected while ft was being made by » 
process o-f bonding, and that tho com- 
pany did not so test it. The opinion 
of tho court was that tho railroad com- 
pany was responsible for all defects 
which might at any time during tho 
process o* maoafaetare have been dis- 
covered in any manncj, and then 
remedied, and to the same extent as if 
t.Jy? eon^pany had manufactured tlio 
axle in Its own shop and by its own 
workmen, and S there was any tost 
known which at any time migfbt have 
boon employed to discover concealed 
defects In the axle, tho company was 
guilty of negligence tor not making 
euch tost—Selden & flbpJWws, in Wide 
Awake.

Ho thought they 
would do well to look over these before 
beginning their remarks.

sonal letter emphasizing tho points made in a 
communication written by mo for tho Kansas 
City Times last woolt, a marked copy of which, 
I understood, was sent tn you,* In that my 
reasons for signing tho petition for commuta- 
tion wore fully given, and havo alneo boon cor- 
dially approved by a number ot prominent citi- 
zens. During my day's rldo with Brooks, the 
day after Iho murder, his egotism mado him 
vory communicative. Ho avowed openly en- 
tire disbelief oln tno doctrines of Christianity, 
said ho'wns Mohammedan in taith. etc. Ills 
lovo of notoriety was shewn in various waji, 
and I am thoroughly convinced that if you were 
to offer him tho choice botHWon a swing from 
tho gallows nnd a lifo'of hard labor in prison, 
ho would unhesitatingly iiocopt tho former, 
honoo as a personal punishment commutation 
to life Imprisonment would bo to him a iovorer 
punishment than doath. I oftrolully road all 
tho cvldonco in his case, and compared It with 
tho impression made on mo by tho man him- 
self. I luivu also read his confession, and ad- 
mit that whllo from tho first I

boon a doubt whether It was proraeditatoJ 
murder Ho professed to bo a graduate in 
motilcinos nnd surgery, and it is just ono ol 
those characters, who, rather than admit ig- 
norance, would have taken groat risks. If 
Prollor was really suffering from pain, the 
man's egotism would havo prompted him to 
undertake his case without thought of risk to 
his life, whilo his alarm at tho fatal result 
might account for his subsequent action. In 
conversation with others upon this subject, J 
find rn.my bound, unprejudiced thinkers bo- 
Hovo thoro Is ground for a doubt just nt this 
point 
Mr. Dixon, of England (Proller's former 


employer,) stated to mo that Brooks' family 
wore highly respectable, moral peoplo, wBo 
had already suffered noutolv through this man'e 
orlmlna. lty, aart he thought that 1C ho wore 
hung it would bo tho death of one or both of hie 
old parents. Ho also stated to me that before 
his departure from England, Prellor'e own 
parents had urged him to do every thing In his 
powor towards having mercy extended to the 
young man. My own opinion H if Brooks is 
hung, tho blow will fall heaviest on his inno- 
cont parents, which Is certainly a point for con- 
sideration. To sujn up, It Is my candid belief 
that tho ends ot Justloo will bo met by commut- 
ing his sentence to Hfo Imprisonment, nnd that 
public opinion will commend you for extending 
thl» morcy on account ot his tigod father ami 
mother, his voutli, and tho opportunity this 
would give tor honost penttonco and reforma.

A CHANGE BOB INDIGENT DEMOCRATS. 


The Election Contest Cane. 


Evidence is now being heard by Judge 


Nelson in the county court in the contest 
cose of Robert Hill against E. E. Moffett, 
who were candidates for supervisor in 
Bine Mound township last April, the 
election judges giving Moffett 225 votes 
and Hill 224 votes. Mr. Hill contests 
the election and set out in his declara- 
tion that one vote cast by Mr. Stevens 
was wrongfully counted for Mr. Moffett, 
and that Harry Kreidler had voted ille- 
gally for Moffett. Mr. Moffett alleged 
in his declaration that a man named 
Lynoh had voted illegally for Hill. After 
considerable discussion the ballot-bos 
was opened yesterday afternoon when 
the foot was disclosed that the ballot cost 
by Mr. Stevens and counted for Moffett 
had been scratched by the voter, who was 
in court and testified that he scratched 
Moffett's name, not intending to vote for 
or against him. It was a light scratch, 
which could be overlooked by lamplight 
but is plainly visible by daylight. The 
inspectors appointed by the court were 
A. H. Mills and J, S. Hewes. The Ste- 
vens vote was thrown out, leaving the 
result o tie between Moffett and Hill. 
Now the case hinges on the legality of 
the votes oast by Kreidler and Lynch.

James P. Boot, ot Chicago, well known 


to almost everybody in this county, in 
discussing the campaign ot 1840 through 
the columns of the Inter-Ocean, says: At 
that time the country was depressed, 
trade was dull, our factories were closed, 
the farmer could get nothing for his pro- 
ducts. General Jackson had been presi- 
dent for eight years, and had dictated his 
successor, Martin Van Buren, his secre- 
tory of state. He came into power in 
the spring of 1837 with free trade notions 
—a free trade policy. A panic ensued 
that mined the country; everybody woe 
wrecked, the public deposits were re- 
moved and ruin stored everybody in the 
face. Illinois became a bankrupt state 
and every county and city forfeited its 
honor. The avenues of trade, commerce 
and agriculture became strewed with 
wrecks. Desolation prevailed everywhere. 
The price of land went down, and in pro- 
portion to the population the panic of 
1857 was nothing compared with the 
panic of 1837. With one exception, 1873, 
every panic has occurred under a Demo- 
cratic administration. In 1837 under 
Van Buren, ii 1857 under Polk and this 
exception, 1873, when the Democrats 


cnrried the congress of the United States. 
Under Whig or Republican rule there 
bos never been a panic. Let it be 
assumed to-day that Cleveland and free 
trade ore to dominate and you will have 
the worst ponio of all. We don't have it 
because the people are waiting, holding, 
till the election is over. la 1840 the 
people were disgusted with the business 
and Harrison was elected triumphantly, 
as his grandson will be on the same issue.

Fellow Cities of the California Taller* 
for the Prizes of tho Future—Motes ol 
a Recent Trip.

NEW YORK, July a—The traveler ap- 


proaching San Diego from the north trav- 
erses a country somewhat different from that 
to bo seen elsewhere on tho Pacific coast. The 
lowlands as you approach the city grow 
Rieon with postures, and, though the scene 
has not a familiar aspect, there Is something 
analogous in it to what ono might see In 
Pennsylvania or Kentucky 
Occasionally 


the train passes between rounded heights that 
rise on either side and are green to the sum 
rait 
Here I noticed small herds of cuttle, of 


good breeds, helplig thomselvoa to rich pas- 
turage Thoro Is also a more plentiful dls- 
ti ibution of water on the surface, a running 
stream here and thoro or a pond that a Cali- 
f ornian might dignify by tho name of lake 
In these low parts there la everywhere an 
abundance of water fowl 
As tho tiain 


pauses they skim out on the sin face at a i ight 
angle, and leave an agitation on the water 
like a rippling harrow drawn by tho bird. 
\Vo shoot at thorn now and then, a sport 
which Is, doubtless, more amusing to the 
ducks than to ourselves 


It is well toward nightfall when our train 


approaches San Diego 
There is a little 


fluriy of preparation, a little excitement for 
a view ot tho ocean on our right, and hero 
wo 01 a Tbo greater number aro expected 
at tbo Hotel 8t James, but a few of us take' 
tho f cri y, cross the bay and make with all 
speed foi tho famous Del Coronado Time is 
not foi anything to-night, except to provide 
for tho morrow's comfort and pleasure.

Welcome to its roorl Wolcomo to Its majes- 
tic thunder, its rhythm of the surf and its 
pcipetual beating on the shore I It was the 
thiob of tlio sunny sea, the polyphlolsboia 
llmlassa of Homei, on tho sands of tho 
Mgccai Islands and around tho coasts of an- 
cient Peloponnesus, that put into thoearsand

bounded with a close fence, high enough to 
prevent tho escape of tbeasmches. Of these 
thoro aie thirteen, la a sort of corral, inside 
tbo mclosure 
Their three pronged, gro- 


tesque feet have beaten every sign of vegeta- 
tion from the arena, and they have toe 
pleasure of sauntering about over the sand 
OB in their native desert Borne of these sol- 
emn creatures aro black as to their wing 
feathers and tall, others a kind of saflron 
color, and both varied with patches of white.

feathers from each fe from 


0110 to ono and a half pounds, and 
tho former receives for bis product from 
$40 to fOO a pound. An extra bird some- 
times yields $100 worth of feathers at a time 
When the plucking season arrives, the birds 
are harnessed up in a narrow stall and caro- 
fully blindfolded for fear the officiating 
clergyman may be kicked through the fence 
Tho osti leh becomes exceedingly angry with 
tlio pulling of his feathers, and his kick Is 
ono of the most swift and dangerous-reac- 
tions ever excited among the muscles and 
tendons of animated nature. When the bird 
is angry ho lifts his wings, throws forward 
his bond somewhat, and utters a sort of hiss, 
which he bites off with a snap of his bill 
About this time look out for action.

Hero, for the first time In my life, I hod an 
opportunity to study and compare this 
majestic water with the other seas and 
oceans. One might as well suppose that 
an

ocean, without Its 


characteristic features, that one ia OS 
the other, but 
not so. The ocean 
Is 


glorious In Its individuality as in its 
strength and grandeur 
In the first place, 


the shore has an over varying condition. 
The PaciQo coast is totally different from 
that of the Atlantic, in that It Is almost 
everywhere precipitous, broken off square 
down to the deep. Sometimes the precipice 
is hundreds of feet in height. Sometimes 
tho square wall, which is thus far ol the 
surf, is long and tow, but rarely do we 
have the gentle sloping beach peculiar to 
the Atlantic shores. If you stand upon the 
precipice of tho Pacific and look down to the 
surf you shall find almost every where a quar- 
ter or a half mile of shingle, which is the de- 
batable ground alternately covered and un- 
covered by the tido At high tide the ocean 
roars against the foot of the precipice, and no 
beach is seen, but at the low tide the surf 
line is out at a considerable distonco,and thou- 
sands of people may gather down there on 
tho strand between the ocean wall and the 
break of tho sea. Such is the general aspect 
of all tboso ports of the Pacific coast which I 
havo visited 


The next fact is that of the greater 


grandoui of tho Pacific ns to the visual ox 
panso, tho length and height of tho billows 
and the majesty of tho ocean symphony 
I 


do not know how it is that tho Pacific con 
suggest its extent and almightiuess to tho bo 
holdci 011 thoehoro, it may behisownknowl 
edge that infinity is before him, but tho scene 
does inform him, in some way, that the infi 
rilte is there The incoming billows, even 
when tho sea is most calm, are, according to 
my estimate, from ten to twenty feet in per 
pendlculai height 
Eaoh wave stretches 


laterally for milos and miles.
